We must have heroes and 
in the grim days when the Army 
held out in the Philippines, Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s men were the 
only men who fitted the tradi- 
tional role of heroes, although 
there were others equally heroie 
at Pearl Harbor and at other is- 
land commands in the Pacific.

During the war there were 
many days when the MacArthur 
problem, as it came to be called, 
almost boil@i over. But, Gen- 
eral George Marshall hesitated 
because General MacArthur was 
a former chief of staff and it did 
not seem wise to involve the war, 
which was going forward with 
painful slowness, in a contro- 
versy over generals. To be sure, 
President Abraham Lincoln had 


removed generals without hesita- | 


tion until he finally found his 
man in General Grant, and even 
that stolid man was in danger 
for a time when 
seemed impregnable.

It was such a sparkling day out along Ponce de Leon 
Avenue ‘that the automobile jockeys were being kind to 
pedestrians, and to one another. They sallied along in

I always figured that it made 
no difference what the pitch was—if it had something on it, they 
wouldn’t be hitting it.”

Shanty Hogan, the New York Giants’ old table champion, often 
hit as high as .265, but not for long as a big leaguer. Hutchings 
was passed along to the bullrushes soon after the young generation 
came home from the last war.

thought he might get valuable in- 
formation from some of those 
arrested because the leader of the 
lottery outfit can not afford to 
support the families of the arrested 
persons while they are serving 
terms in jail. 

“The usual policy goes some- 
thing like this,” Webb said. “The 
big boss of the lottery group pays 
the bond, hires a lawyer and then 
pays the family of the convicted 
person $50 a week while he or she 
is in prison. In this case, it will 
cost whoever is running this gang 
about $150,000. I don’t think 
there’s a lottery man in town that 
can stand that much of a layout. 

“If we don’t get anything out 
of these people now maybe they 
will start squawking when their 
families get hungry,’ Webb said.

Byrnes. Signs 
Anti-Mask 
Legislation | 


COLUMBIA, S. C., April 10—| 
(P)—South Carolina got an anti-| 
mask and anti-intimidation law 
Tuesday. 

Gov. James F. Byrnes, who 
called for such a law in his 
inaugural address, signed the 
act only a few hours after it was. 
sent to him by the General As-' 
sembly. 

He said in a statement that the 
act “means stricter control of 
those who would try to take the 
law into their own hands.” 

Tt also means, he added, that 
the Ku Klux Klan “cannot parade 
with masks.” 

The act outlaws the wearing of 
masks and cross-burning on pub- 
lic property, or on private prop- 
erty without the owner's permis- 
sion. Assaults on or intimidation 
of others by masked persons also 
wculd be prohibited. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
lation of the new law is $500 fine.

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Another Weapon Against Chiselers 


The announcement yesterday by the 
Federal Office of Price Stabilization that 
business establishments failing to turn in 
all excess sales tax collections to the State 
would be subject to prosecution is yet an- 
other weapon against chiselers. 


Some retailers persist in Using the sales 
tax as an excuse for raising prices. On 
smaller items a few are collecting as much 
as 20) to 30 per cent under the guise of the 
sales tax. 


The State Revenue Department has 
promised the use of all its resources, in- 
cluding periodic inspections of records by 
field agents, in an effort to insure that all 
.such collections are remitted to the State. 
The law requires this to be done, regardless 
of the amount the merchant may collect as 
sales tax. 


But Federal price controls may prove 
even more effective than the best efforts 
of the State Department. Merchants col- 
lecting more than the legal three per cent 
and not turning all of it over to the State 
are guilty of violating Federal price regu- 
lations. 


There have been complaints that some 
retailers are charging a penny sales tax 
on five-cent purchases, that the 12-cent 
Federal and State excise tax on cigarettes 
is added into the total price on which the 
sales tax is computed, and other irregu- 
larities, 

The bracket system, to which most 
merchants in Georgia have subscribed, 
calls for no additional payment for tax on 
items selling for 13 cents or less. And only 
the actual price, not including State and 
Federal excise taxes, on cigarettes, gaso- 
line and other items is subject to the sales 
tax. 


Georgians voted overwhelmingly for the 


better schools, roads and health services 
which proceeds from the sales tax will 
bring. Chiselers who use the tax to in- 
crease their own profits will quickly bring 
the tax into disrepute and the improve- 
ments all Georgians have been looking for- 
ward to will be jeopardized. 

We hope the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion and the State Revenue Department 
will co-operate fully to end profiteering on 
the sales tax.

aj By Gov. Byrnes 
If there has been any previous doubt about 
: it, Jimmy Byrnes’ place in history is now defi- 
, nitely assured. 

It is ironic in a way that a man who has served as United States 
Senator, Secretary of State, Justice of the Supreme Court and 
Assistant President should wait until he became the mere Governor 
of South Carolina to perform his outstanding public service; yet, I 


submit that nothing in his long career has won him more recognition 
and acclaim than will stem from his decisions: 


1. To issue no proclamations setting aside special weeks 
or days, and 
2. To abolish entirely the Governor's staff. 


The first of these reforms is, of course, long overdue. The busi- 
ness of designating various days or weeks as “National Be Kind to 
Landlords Week” or “Termite Appreciation Day” has become a 
nuisance, plaguing the conscientious citizen. Moreover, the insistent 
demand for universal representation has made for overlapping 
which in some instances has occasioned real conflicts, as when 
“National Pastry Week” coincides with “Watch Your Calories Day.” 
In eliminating, at least in South Carolina, the practice of govern- 
mental proclamations setting aside such special days and weeks, 
Governor Byrnes has provided a haven of relief for those weary 
of regimentation. 

His second contribution to advanced thinking is even more 
revolutionagy. In some States not too far removed from his, the 
Governor's staff has reached astrondmical proportions, the mere 
issuance of commissions thereon requiring a battery of mimeogaph 
machines. In Georgia, for instance, the various chief executives 
found out long ago that, for those supporters to whose farms all 
roads were already paved, there was nothing quite so satisfying— 
nor half as economical—as an appointment to the Governor’s staff, 
carrying with it the title of Colonel and the privilege of purchasing 
a doorman’s uniform to wear to the inaugural ball. As a conse- 
quence, the State has more Colonels than the Southern Bar As- 
sociation. 


Henceforth, in South Carolina at any rate, the minority 
of noncommissioned citizens no longer will be subjected to 
the galling sight of bootleggers and bug-runners arrogantly 
flouting the law by virtue of the “GOVERNOR’S STAFF” 
tags between their fishtails. 


Jimmy Byrnes, in short, is a Democrat worthy of the name.

Handling M’Arthur Ticklish Job for Truman 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 
WASHINGTON, April 10—The Truman administration is in an extremely difficult position to deal 
with the current MacArthur controversy, partly because of the impending Chinese offensive in Korea, 
partly because of the decline of its own prestige at home, and partly because of the general, nearing 


the end of his illustrious career, is not in a mood 
to be rebuked. 

Though Gen. Matthew Ridgway has had far 
more authority to direct the United Nations forces 
than is generally realized, Gen. MacArthur still 
has the title of supreme commander and as such 
is difficult to replace just before the Chinese 
launch a Spring offensive. 


Moreover, the natural difficulty of pun- 
ishing a- great popular hero has been .in- 
creased by the administration’s own lack of 
popularity. Anybody who gets into an argu- 
ment with the Truman administration today 
has at least a 50-50 chance of winning the 
support of the public, and this is particularly 
true if the argument is between MacArthur 
and the State Department. 


It is this department whose functions the gen- 
eral is charged with usurping, yet Secretary of 
State Acheson is not precisely in a strong politi- 
cal position to come out on top in such an argu- 
ment, even though he has ample material on his 
side. ' 

The same considerations do not hamper either 
the President or Secretary of Defense George C. 
Marshall, but both are old soldiers, conscious of 
Gen. MacArthur’s contributions to his country 


and the cause of peace, and, therefore, hesitant to — 


relieve him of his command at this late date. 

Finally, MacArthur is obviously in no mood 
to say “Uncle,” as today’s inspired dispatches 
from his headquarters indicates. In a few months 
the best guess here is that a Japanese peace 
treaty will be signed. MacArthur has said pri- 
vately but emphatically that he will not remain 
in Japan after that. If he stays on as supreme 
commander of the United Nations forces in Korea, 
fighting a limited war, the best he can hope for 
is a prolonged stalemate. 

Therefore, neither his military nor political 
future looks very glorious, whereas the role of 
martyr or as eloquent protagonist against a 
mighty coalition of governments at least has the 
element of drama. 

Thus the administration finds itself trying, 
under extremely adverse circumstances, to deal 


with the consequences of its own failure to deal’ 
with the MacArthur problem long ago. 

As in the case of the fight between former 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull and his chief 
deputy, Sumner Welles; as in the controversy 
over former Secretary of State Edward R. Stetti- 
nius’ abilities; and as in the Cabinet row over 
Henry A. Wallace’s pro-Soviet policies, the ad- 
ministration has let the current problem drift 
until it is an international embarrassment. 

Even during the last war, Gen. MacArthur's 
willingness to abide by the regulations of the 
civilian officers of the Government was not ex- 
emplary. He did not openly defy the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s orders, but his enthusiasm for 
many of them was strictly limited and his capacity 
for minimizing or evading them was highly 
énterprising. 

At that time, Gen. Marshall was chief of staff. 
He thought of MacArthur as an illustrious prede- 
cessor in that post, and, while he never admired 
MacArthur's attitude toward the civilian officers 
of the Government, he always hesitated to estab- 
lish his authority over the pacific commander. | 

This same Army-club spirit operated when 
Gen. Eisenhower took over the role of chief of 
staff and when President Truman moved into the - 
White House. 

Finally, the administration’s case against the 
general is not as good on the incident of the 
latter’s letter to Rep. Joseph Martin, Republican, 
Massachusetts, as it has been in some other cases. 

One reason for the current excitement over 
this case is that it is often assumed that the gen- 
eral wrote the letter right after he had told 
to clear all future political statements with 
Washington. And was therefore defying the 
administration. 

The letter to Martin, however, did not follow 
but preceded the last rebuke. Rep. Martin wrote 
to the general on March 8. MacArthur arfswered 
on March 20. The general’s appeal to the Chinese 
Communists to give up the fight and his political 
comments in that same statement were made on 
March 24. And the rebuke from the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff for making that statement was sent on 
March 27,

The Riot 


Probably Atlanta's most tragic period was 
the four bitter days in September, 1906, when 
hatred and death rode rampant through the 
normally quiet, peace-loving city to leave the 
better elernent of the population stunned and 
unbelieving that such a thing could happen 
here. Following a series of attacks on white 
women by Negroes, tension had grown to an 
extremely dangerous point when, on Saturday 
night, September 22, The Atlanta News issued 
an extra with screaming headlines telling of a 
new outrage. A mob began to form and by 
9:30 p. m. invaded Five Points on its way to 
the East Side Negro section. A colored dray- 
man, unaware of the trouble, drove into Mari- 
etta Street from Broad and was pulled from 
his wagon. He was killed and the body thrown

What Is the Soviets’ 


Ace?

SEOUL, Korea—Dear Ralph: Well, the big moment is fast approaching when 
we must decide about passing the Parallel or not passing it. Last week, the orders 
to the troops were that we could shoot over the line with artillery, bomb across it 
with planes, but send no forces across. 


Evidently that has been modified, for 


when I left the front vesterday, tank units were headed north, ready to fight their way across. Since 
then they have passed over. MacArthur’s problem is one that has to be settled from the tactical, 
rather than the political point of view. We can’t just draw up in a straight line across the penin- 


sula and hold there, because the terrain along the 
Parallel is not good defensive country—and we've 
got to be ready to defend soon, I think. 


The best defensive line runs from some miles 
north of the Parallel on the east to the Imiin 
River, which flows well south of the line on the 
west. 


Thus we might take a defensive position 
eater-cornered across the peninsula, about 
half above and half below the line. Maybe 
this would be good ee as ucnen 
as militarily. 


The troops we are fighting now are a fairly 
sorry lot. I walked on a hill day before yester- 
day that was littered with Chinese dead. They 
; were well dug in, and were well armed with 
| yifles and machine guns, but they had little else. 
| Their grenades were a rude homemade explosive 
filled with rocks. Their feet were also in bad 
shape, for the South Koreans had come on the 
' hill shortly after the fight to rob them of their 
-ghoes. Their feet showed signs of old frostbite. 


The troops no longer fear the Chinese. In fact, 
_ they had rather fight the Chinese than the North 
’ Koreans, for they do not infiltrate to our rear 
’ ike the North Koreans did, and they seem to 
quit quicker when cornered. 


The North Koreans were strictly guerrillas. 


The Chinese are trying to fight an orthodox war. 


The trouble is, they don't have the tools, the 
heavy artillery or the planes to fight it well. I 
have lived with units in the past few weeks that 
would have been wiped out if the Chinese had 
long-range guns or planes. In fact, old hands 
from the German war can’t get used to snoring 
; happily through the night, with lights showing 

all over the place, knowing that the only explo- 


- _ 


sions they will hear will be the roar of our own 


_ artillery, harassing the enemy as he tries to sleep. 


All here, from GIs up, are sure that, unless 
talk does bring about a cease-fire, the Chinese 
are going to take one howling big whack at us 


soon—probably when the Spring rains have made 


all roads impassable to our wheeled and tracked 
vehicles, such as self-propelled guns and tanks. 
I think we will try to reach good defensive 


ground, maybe along the line described above, 
and stay there for the period of the rains. 


Prisoners kéep talking of “Phase Four,” when 
they will attack again with airplanes and artil- 
lery on their side, and that may be the card the 
Russians will play next. . 


If that happens, we will be hard hit at 
first, because we are not taking many pre- 
cautions against air bombardment. But we 
will survive it. Whether we will also be able 
to withstand the ground assault depends on 
how many people they are willing to lese to 
finally overrun us. 


If this fails, there’s one more ace the Russians 
could play—an airborne assault on Japan. They 
could take Japan with a well-organized air- 
borne attack, and our cause in Korea would, of 
course, be lost. We could probably move the 
Army, getting it out to Okinawa or Guam, but 
we couldn't stay. 


I somehow doubt, though, that they will try 
the attack on Japan. I think if they did, we'd 
just say, “O. K.. There's no use kidding ourselves 
any more.” Then we'd probably turn loose some 
A-bombs at the seat of all this trouble, and the 
Third World War would have at last ~_. Re- 
gards, HAROLD.

This is not a medical col- 
umn. For a cough caused by 
bronchial trouble I would 
recommend that you consult 
a good doctor. 


In the booklet Call it Cri (for 
copy send 25 cents artd self-ad- 
dressed stamped envelope) there 
are chapters on chronic bron- 
chits (Winter cough), bron- 
chiectasis, etc., containing prac- 
tical suggestions which may 
bring considerable benefit in 
some cases. 


The booklet also contains in- 
structions for preparing and 
using homemade fool-p roof 
cough medicine—which is safe 
for child or adult. I dare not 
give the instructions here. Last 
time I tried it an important 
ingredient. was omitted by the 
printer and peoffe who tried to 
whip up a batch of the cough 
medicine blamed me for the 
mess they made of it. 


The correspondent who 
asks what I would recom- 
mend for a cough caused by 
bronchial trouble may possi- 
bly be right in assuming the 
trouble is in the bronchial 
tubes, but it is just as likely 
the trouble is in the nose, 
throat, larynx, a sinus, the 
trachea (wind pipe) or the 
lungs. 


Certainly the affected one 
can't tell whether the cough 
eomes from away down here or 
oe from up here. It may feel 
dike ai ticking in the throat 
‘when in fact the trouble is 
deep in the lung or vice versa.

black coffee drinking sort of people,” writes Dorothy Sinz, food edi- 
tor for the Daily Times Herald, Dallas, Texas. “But unless a visiting 
fireman happens on the scene or a yen for barbecued ribs or 
“Mexican Food” occurs, our dinner is apt to be one easily duplicated 


throughout this vast country. 


“Although chili-and barbecue are popular dishes they do not. 
dominate the culinary scene. Due to the fertile Texas Winter gar- 
den and the valley, crops of fresh vegetables and fruits are avail- 
able most of the year at reasonable prices. Sweet potatoes, black- 
eyed peas, okra, squash and tomatoes are standard fresh or canned 
vegetables eaten year ‘round. Texas is the third largest producer 
of citrus fruits so we eat plenty of htem,” said Miss Sinz. 

Here are some popular dishes Dallasites dote on according to 


this food editor. 


CHILI CON CARNE 


6 to 12 pods dried chili pep- 
pers é; 

2 to 4 cups cold wate 

2 pounds center cut round 
steak 

1 pound center cut fresh ham 

14 to 2144 cups fat rendered 
from beef suet 


4 cloves garlic, chopped 
2 onions, chopped 

2 cups water 

1 teaspoon oregano

When ready-to serve, cut off pieces as desired and 
cook in boiling water until a stew-like consistency. Kidney beans
